3. What is the estimate for new 
mains, the total footage and the 
costs, and how will it be deter- 
mined which mains are to be 
replaced? 


4. Will the storage tank be- 

come part of the new system, 
and, if so, will it be used to 
capacity, or only partially as 
at present ? 


5. Will it be compulsory for 
all residents to connect to the 
water system, or will individ- 
uals be allowed to use their 
private wells?

removal 


Environmentalists who 
clamored for the removal of 
high phosphate detergents 
from gorcers' shelves may 
have some couse for rejoicing 
over the Bay of Quinte. 

According to the Director 
of Glenora fisheries neor 
Picton, Jack Christie, since 
the high phosphate detergents 
were taken off the market, 
there seems to have been an 
sizeable reduction in the 
amount of phosphates coming 
into the Picton municipal 
sewage tretament plant. 

"If the algae growth Is 
reduced and the rooted plants 
which nurture small aquatic 
creatures come back, there 
could be tremendous ramific- 
ations," he said. 

"We're interested in 
seeing how far nature will 
carry the bay in the direct- 
ion of self-improvement. 
From that point it will be a 
question of biological 
engineering to bring the 
water back to its full pot- 
ential for fish productivity. 
The problem , however, is 
that we recognize that the 
community will not return 
to its earlier condition auto- 
matically." 

Another surprise is that 
in spite of the severe deple- 
tions of oxygen that have 
been caused by the algae in 
the past, the bay still 
carries a very large popul- 
ation of fish. 

"These fish are of little 
value for recreation or com- 
mercial uses, but they do 
demonstrate thot the Bay of 
Quinte has a phenomenal 
capacity to produce fish," 
said Mr. Christie.

On May22, 1973, the Commission approved the application by 
Slaight Broadcasting Limited and IWC Communication Limited 
for permission to merge the two companies by a statutory 
amalgamation (CRTC Decision 73-297). The merger took place

In that application and at the public hearing, representatives 
of both companies contended that combining their respective 
financial capabilities and management resources in the lorger 
corporation entity would enhance the ability of the radio and 
cable television broadcasting undertakings owned or controlled 
by it to meet the particular local needs and concerns of the 
people in the communities they serve - Sornia, Barrie, Orillia 
Mississauga ond Richmond Hill Ont., and Pointe Claire, Que. 


Bushnell Communication Limited ("Bushnell"), through its 
subsidiary, Ottawa=Cornwall Broadcasting Limited, operates 
television station CJOH=TV , Ottawa, one of the dominate 
stations of the CTV network, which also, through reborad- 
costing transmitters at Deseronto ond Cornwall, Ont., pro~ 
vides alternative Canadian service to the Eastern Lake Ont~ 
ario~ St. Lawrence Seaway - Ottawa Valley region, including 
the cities of Kingston and Cornwall. 


The Commission has stressed that it expects the dominant CTV 
station not only to provide a local service, but to contribute 

to regional and national services as well. CJOH-TV has the co 
complex responsibility within the CTV network of reflecting to 
the rest of Canada the National Capital area, with its distinct~ 
ive bilingual and bicultural character, as well as the other 
communities of the Eastern Ontorio triangle, with their varying 
historical, social and cultural traditions. 

Bushnell, with excellent studio and technical facilities, has also 
been active in the production of television programs not only 

for the CTV network, but for other networks and for international 
syndications. 


The Commission is unwilling to permit the newly amalgamated 
company, IWC Communications Limited ("IWC"), to be diverted 
from accomplishing its stated purpose to strenthen and improve 
local service in the diverse communities served by the broad- 
costing undertakings now owned or controlled by it, particularly 
having regard to the significantly different problems and cir- 
cumstances it would encounter in providing the scope and 

quality of service the Commission expects from station CJOH-TV .

In numerous decisions dating ba ck to 1969, the Commission 
has, directly and by implication, expressed its opinion that 
exept in special circumstances, television undertokings should

70-167, 70-168, 71-424, 72-316, and 74-35). 


If this application were approved, the combined interests of 
Bushnell would include ownership of three rodio stations and 
four cable television undertakings, control of a fifth cable 

television undertaking and a substantial interest ino sixth, 

together with CJOH-TV and its two rebroadcasting transmitters. 
In the opinion of the Commission, the circumstances in this cose 
do not justify the proposed common ownership and control of 
television and cable television undertakings. 


Western Broadcasting Holdings Ltd., ("Western"), a subsidiary 

of Western Broadcasting Company Ltd., acquired its present holdings 
holdings of approximately 52% of the shares of Bushnell through 

@ series of block purchases, share exchanges and market purchases 
in 1971, 1972, and 1973. In Decision 72-316, dated November 24, 
1972, when Western held approximately 47% of the shores of 
Bushnell and options on an additional block of 10%, the Comm- 
ission denied an application by Western to exercise control over 
Bushnell and the broadcasting undertakings operated by it and 
ordered Western to divest of the shores taking into account the 
Commission's stated concerns. 


Western accumulated the bult of these shores despite the Comm- 
ission's warnings, verbal and written, dating back to January 
1972, that any change, however made, in the effective control 
of a licencee or in the broadcasting undertakings operated by 

it requires the Commission's prior opprovol. 


The Commission's position was set out fully in its Public Announ- 
cement of June 2, 1972, which said in part: 


"The Commission insists that where there is any change 

in the effective control of a licencee or in the broad~ 
casting undertaking carried on by it, the prior approval 

of the Commission must be sought. This is not only 

© condition of the licences issued by the Commission, 

but it is of fundamental importance in enabling the 
Commission to carry out its responsibility for the regulation 
and supervision of all aspects of the Canadian Brood= 
casting System for the purpose of implementing the policy 
of the Broadcasting Act.” 


This application was based on an agreement between Western and 
IWC dated October 5, 1973. The Commission does not question 
that the agreement was entered into in good faith with the intent~ 
ion of carrying out the divestiture order of November 24, 1972. 
On the other hand, however, as the porties ore aware, the 
Commission must, in virtue of its mandate under the Broadcasting 
Act, consider all applications including those for the transfer 

of control of broadcasting undertakings, in the light of the 
declaration in the Act that broodcasting undertakings make use 
of radio frequencies that are public property. It is the ob- 
ligation of the Commission to ensure that such frequencies ore 
controlled and operated in the best interests of the Canadian 
public whose property they are. 


The Commission will expect an application for divestiture of 
the shares of Bushnell held by Western to be placed before it 
on ore before October 31, 1974.

Police Chief Carl Beattie 


addressed the Deseront ate 


payers' Association at an in 


formal meeting held at the public 


school on Thurs., April 18 


It was learned that small 


police forces in communities 

of 15,000 and under will even- 
tually analgamate withthe 
OPP, to result in better 24 


hour service.
